When I Was a Girl. 


“How long ago it seems! Sometimes 


| Lwonder whether I1-was-that-same-little 


child. -And yet at times things that oc- 
curred seventy-five years ago seem al- 
most of yesterday. One of the earliest 
things that I remember is being allowed 
to go across the green to a neighbor’s to 
borrow fire when by some unusual acci- 
dent our fire had gone out: I carried 
the same little footstool that I carried to 
meeting every Sabbath, and brought 
home the little sheet-iron pan inside tull 
of bright coals, and was very proud to 
be one of the first up in the house and 
80 allowed the privilege. 

“We had no lucifer matches in those 
days, or locofocos, as they were called.: 
A good bed of coals raked up and covered 
with ashes was usually kept alive in the 
big kitchen fireplace, and helped to light 
the fire in the sitting-room adjoining.

stove in the house, an open Franklin in 
the sitting-room, and later, a greater in- 
novation, a cooking stove with a rotary 
top in the kitchen! 

“Even the great old meeting house, 
witlr its square pews and its sounding 
board, and its deacons’ seats, and its tith- 
ing-men was warmed -only by the little 
foot-stoves which we carried in our hands 
and passed from one to another during 
the service. There were usually only 
two or three foot-stoves for a large pew 
full of people, and’ I am afraid some of 


us had artificial shivers sometimes, to | 


break the monotony of a long service. 
In school the older boys took turns in 
building fires in the morning, and the 
older girls in sweeping at noon. When 
we were old enough to go to an academy, 
private conveyances were fitted up, two 
or three families combining forces and 
sharing expenses, and we were consid- 
ered’ quite advanced students when we 
were sent to a distant school. 

“I sometimes wonder whether we were 
better then than children are now, that 
‘| we could be trusted, usually eight or 
nine in a three-seated carryall, with 
somebody’s brother for a driver, and 
away from homealong day. I cannot 
recall a rude word. or act in those years 
of driving four miles and back daily, 
-beys and girls together, and none older 
than sixteen or seventeen years, 

“We were pretty strictly brought ap 
in those days. It would seem severe 
now, three -services each Sabbath, and 
usually two evening meetings during the 
week. 

“How vividly I remember those Thurs- 
day évening meetings at the parsonage! 
Everybody knew everybody in that little 
country town. Tea was earlier Thurs- 
day night. The sitting-room was usually 
filled, and sometimes there’was an over- 
flow meeting inthe big kitchen, Benches 
were brought in, and chairs filled up the 
room. Some from adistance of two or 
three miles always came early. 


“The good deacons were always there, 


‘I cannot remember an evening so stormy 
that dear old Deacon Chapman could not 
get there, and how full of love and faith 
his heart was! I can almost hear him 
pray now! . ‘Book knowledge was a 
world too hard for him,’ but The Book 
was a lamp to his path, and his unerring 
guide... So full of reverence was-he, and 
so huinble, not even the boys,.who al- 
ways came to evening meeting then, 
-were ever known to smile at his lack of 
grammar. His address to his maker was 
always-—the.-sdme,--'O.-theu,- ompi-and~ 
everyWhere-present,“Jehovab, we. fall 

“In after years, when I had been long 
away, as long as the dear old man lived, 
I used to go to the more modern place of 
evening worship, and listen eagerly for 
that tremulous voice. It was never 
missing so long as he could be there, but 
now for many years he has found his 
place in loving adoration at his Master’s 
feet. : 

“Those social meetings were very 
pleasant, if somewhat the same, and the 
tallow dip, with the occasional snufting, 
and the passing around of the ‘Village 
Hymns,’ and the still more. familiar 
tunes without’ books, and the quaint 
short talks of the good neighbors, all 
gave a variety to those gatherings, that 
linger in the memory with a sweet fra- 
grance. 

“Before I was out -of my teens | ac- 
cepted-an- invitation froma brother in 
the then far West. to go there and assist 
him in teaching. I think we were 
obliged to mature younger in those days 
than our young people do now. Money 
was not abundant, and children were ex- 
pected to help themselves earlier. It 
was a long journey. There were no rail- 
roads. More than four weeks were 
spent in travelling from New Hampshire 
to Indiana. 

“What an excitement my decision 
caused! ‘Shall you let her go?’ the peo- 
ple asked. The dear parents answered 
with their tears, Neighbors came, offer- 
ing to help in preparing the wardrobe. 
One dear old lady brought soft flannel of 
her own spinning and weaving. Another 
brought the finest of yarn of her own 
spinning., The family shoemaker gave 
the nicest pair of shoes I had ever worn. 
Some little girls fitted me out with little 
thread bags, not unlike the ‘Handy An- 
dys’ of the present day. 

“Best of all, the loyal, 
-brethren prayed for me 
prayer meeting, and good, 
con Chapman commended 
sister’ to the care of his 
present Jehovah. 

“My father attended me the first two 
days of the journey, leaving me with the 
family in whose charge I was to travel. 
His. last prayer before leaving me, and 
his tender, tearful good-by, will never 
fade from my memory, I trust.

ered wagon, taking our noonday meals 
by the roadside and our supper and 
breakfast at the inn where we spent the 
night, brought us to Troy, N. Y. Six 
days more of canal-boat. took us to Buf- 
falo. The incidents were varied and in- 
teresting, and I still cherish the old di- 
ary of more than sixty years ago. 

“Lake Erie was so rough and storm- 
swept, we were detained on board the 
Robert Fulton till the captain would 
venture out. There were some home- 
sick days and eager longings for familiar 
faces. When.a few hours out, we over- 
took-a-—disabled-steamer that- had left 
Buffalo before us in the storm, ‘Their 
flags of distress were flying, and our 
smaller, less modern boat took all their 
seven hundred and more:passengers, and 
then moved slowly along to Cleveland. 
When the” passengers came ‘on board 
from their wrecked steamer, they told 
us that one obstinate female still re- 
mained at one dinner-table, saying she 
had paid for her dinner and she should 
eat it, At Cleveland we. took another 
canal-boat and another five or six days’ 
ride to Columbus. 4 

“Many a weary mile we walked from 
one boat to another, finding no difficulty 
in keeping pace with our conveyance. 


Uniformly the officers of the boats were 
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polite and attentive. If time were not 
money in.Athese days, I should be glad to 
take the trip over again.__It was.very- 
evjoyable to be able to sew and read or 
write as we moved along. 

“The next stage of ‘the journey, from 
Columbus to Cincinnati, was by stage, 
and tiresome and rough.: All night we 
rode, except when a terrific thunder- 
storm drove us to shelter ina log cabin, 
whére two or three beds in a single room 
were filled with occupants, and pans and 
various utensils-were filled with the fast, 
pouring rain, on nice-louking furniture 
and even on the beds. We welcomed the 
dawning day, and wondered how the 
horses could carry us over such roads in 
the dark. 

“From. Cincinnati we had a luxurious 
steamer down the Ohio river to Louis- 
ville, and soon my. brother met me and 
my long journey was over. : 

; “The. 2eturn,-@year-or more-later;: to 
Pittsburg, and over the Alleghenies by 
those inclined planes, was my very first 
experience on a. railroad. When I 
reached Boston, the Eastern Railroad 
had been completed only as far as Salem, 
but the return trip occupied only seven 
days. instead of four weeks.”

rant were bound to, produce, Prompt- 
*lytat 1 o’clock the meeting was called 
“to order” and” Rev: “WwW. H. Bowdten- 
house of the M. E. church offered 
prayer, Granville E, Foss was chosen 
moderator and the meeting at once 
proceeded to business. : 

Under article 2 a long list of minor 
“officers. not chosen by ballot were 
elected by acclamation from the floor 
of the house. Under article 3, the an- 
nual report of the selectmen was ac- 
cepted. 

Article 4, relating to the raising of 
such sums of money.as would be neces- 
sary to. defray town charges for the 
‘ensuing “year” and make “appropria-— 
‘tions for the samé Was next called. 
Hon... Jacob. Emerson spoke at length. 
upon the question and said that the 
only thing which threatened the pros- 
perity of the town was the excessive 
tax_rate,—-which the citizens “were 
obliged to pay. He urged that care 
should be taken in appropriating 
money and that only such ‘sums should 
be voted as were absolutely necessary

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Save the Trees. 


Everybody can do a little in the good 
work of keeping Andover-trees from the 
ravages of the insects that will be so ac- 
tive when the weather warms a bit. 
The Transcript gives the following good 
advice : 

About now, as any well-regulated 
almanac would advise, begin to “haul 
down” from the trees those few stray 
leaves that have been dangling there 
all winter. They are not the inno- 
cent things they look to be, as any- 
one with common sense would infer, 
for no tree produced could fasten a 
leaf so securely within about two in- 
ches of a twig that it would wave 
there without a fall through all the 
wintry blasts, That strong bond be- 
tween the leaf and the branch was 
Weyen by a malevolent insect who 

“has deposited: some thousands of 

eggs in the leaf, rolled it up and de- 
parted this life diabolically content 
in the assurance that..when spring 
comes and other things wake up 
those eggs will liven up and make 
sad havoc with all leafage in reach. 
While most of us sit- and wonder 
what part, if any, the Legislature is 
going to take in vipping this wicked- 
ness in the egg, others are up and do- 
ing—upin the trees, that is, and pull- 
ing down the menacing things as 
material for a bonfire. 

It is time, in the suburbs and in 
the country, when every person may 
co-operate to some extent in the ex- 
tinction. One up-to-date school tea- 
cher in a suburban city has offered 
prizes to the boy who brings to 
school the largest number of these 
mischievous nests within a certain 
length of time. There: they are 
counted and consigned to the fur- 
nace, and the prize-winning boy 
stalks off with his prize, just a quar- 
ter, to be exact, tucked in his inside 
‘pocket:” Probably other teachers have 
undertaken a similar aid to the war- 
fare, although only this one instance 
has yet been recorded But there is 
time for a good many more yet to en- 
list if they will in the service. Also 
there is time for any individual to 
enter into a similar arrangement 
withrthe small boys of his neighbor- 
hood and bring about results that 
will shade him from the sun through 
the hottest-of-next-summer’s days.

Brief Sketch of the Three Men Recent) 
Elected to Governing Board or ?. 
Phillips Academy, 


A brief ‘announcement was made in 
last. week’s Townsman to the effect that 
three new trustees bad been elected to, 
the governing board of Phillips academ 
but owing to a lack of time and pare 
further particulars beyond the names of 
the new members of the board could not 
‘be given. In consequence, a sketch of 
each, which was omitted last week, is 
published herewith, : 

While all the gentlemen who have re. 
cently become trustees of Phillips acad- 
emy are more or less well. known in 
Andover through their intimate eon 
nection with~ the various educational 
institutions or life of the town, Prof, 
lifford Moore _ is. perhaps: -notasawelt?* 
known as Prof..George Harris or Alfred 
Lawrence Ripley, altho’ Professor Moore 
was for about two years professor of 
Greek at Phillips academy. 

He was graduated from Harvard col- 
lege in'1889 after a very successful col- 
lege course during which he became a 
valued member of the Classical club 
Everett. Athenaeum, Natural History 
society, Phi Beta Kappa, Signet, and 
achieved prominence in Y, M. (C. 4. 
work. He received honors in classicg 
and delivered the Latin  salutatory at 
commencement i ; 

After leaving college his first experi- 
ence in teaching: was at the Belmont 
school, Belmont, Cal., where he was in- 
structor in Latin and Greek from 1899 
to 1892, He married Miss Lorena Lead: 
better of Charlestown, July 23, 1890, 
and in 1892 was chosen as _ professor of 
Greek in Andover. ‘Two years later he 
was called to the university of Chicago 
where he first acted as instructor in 
Latin, afterwards being appointed as- 
sistant professor in the same university, 
also serving as dean from March to June 
‘98. That same year he .was appointed 
assistant professor of Latin and Greek 
at Harvard and is still connected with 
that institution. In 1897 he received 
the degree of. Ph. D., at -Manich. om

locut Harris, of Amherst 

Professor Harris. is.@ graduate-of-Am- 
herst college and of -the Andover Theo- 
logical seminary. For a while after his 
graduation he occupied. several--pulpits 
including that of a church in Maine and 
of the Central Congregational church at 
Providence, R. I. In 1885,. however, he 
was called to the chair of Systematic The- 
ology at the Andover Seminary, a po- 
sition that- he occupied for ‘11 years, 7 
a part of this period. He left Andover 
for his alma mater and has achieved 
success as the head of its: affairs while 
also.being--interested—in— literature to 
some extent. ‘ 

The third member of 4hé -new trio of 
trustees is an Andover 
George Ripley of this place. He there- 
fore. needs --no - introduction -to the 
readers of the Townsman, but a_ short 
resumé of his career will not be out of 
place. 

He graduated from Phillips academy 
in 1873 and from Yale in 1878. From 
1880 to 1885 he was a tutor and for three 
years assistant’ professor of German 
language-and--literature-at® Yale. At 
present he is one of the Fellows of that 
university, having been elected to the 
position by the alumni. During his col- 
lege course, Mr. Ripley was. identified 
with the athletic interests of the col- 
lege. He was a member of the victori- 
ous Varsity nines of 77 and ‘78. In later 
years he has won an. enviable reputation 
as a golfer. 

In business he has been very success- 
ful, being for many years vice-president 
of the National Hide. and Leather bank 
of Boston, of which his father was pres- 
ident, and taking the same _ position ip 
the New State Bank where ‘the Hide «& 
Leather Bank was merged. _His advice 
has been valuable in momentary matters 
and his ability in this direction will 
make him a valuable addition to the 
board of trustees. Mr. Ripley has 
served the academy as graduate treas- 
urer since this office was established.

y AGAINST. ROAD. 


At the opening of superior civil court 
Monday morning the sealed. verdict 
in the case of Kennedy and McFee vs. 
the Lowell,- Lawrence and Haverhill 
street railway company was announc- 
ed. The jury found for the plaintiffs 
and assessed the damages as follows: 
Mrs. Mary A. Kennedy, $3000; Joseph 
A. Kennedy, $900; Ann McFee, $350. 

This is the third time the case has 
been tried. The first verdict, which was 
for $2000, was set aside. The jury dis- 
agreed at the second trial. 

The accident happened in Haverhill 
Nov. 8, 1899, a team occupied by Mrs. 
Kennedy and Mrs, McFee being struck 
by an electric car causing both women 
to be thrown out and injured. 

Peters & Cole appeared for the plain- 
tiffs and Sweeney & Dow for the de- 
endant. The case will now go to the 
supreme court on exceptions taken by 
Col. Sweeney. 

The next cases taken up were those 
of Lefebore vs. Jennell and Borney vs, 
Lefebore. These are replevin suits, the 
Ownership of a horse, wagon and har- 
ness being disputed by Haverhill par- 
ties. After a hearing the court ordered 
a verdict of $1 for the plaintiff in the 
suit of Bonney vs, Lefebore.

THE PEABODY CASE. 


Agent Smith of the Board of Health 
made a thorough investigation Tues- 
day of the small pox case at Peabody, 
in which a Lawrence man, John Burns, 
has been the victim, and after looking 
into the. matter thoroughly, the agent 
came to the conclusion that the charges 
made by the Peabody officials were ex- 
orbitant, and he told them so. 

Burns was sick for four weeks and 
it was reported that the city of Law- 
rence would be looked to for the pay- 
ment of a bill of $800, or $200 a week 
for the time during which Burns was 
ores for at Peabody. 

n a long talk with the Peabod 
health officials, Agent Smith learned 
that the system adopted in Peabody 
is to pay the physician in charge of the 
case $10 a visit, three of which are 
made daily.‘ During the first week 
Burns was the only one cared for, and 
the case was in charge of a nurse at 
a salary of $35 a weék. About the end 
of the first week another case of 
small pox was discovered and a second 
nurse added at a salary of $25. Still 
later other cases were found and the 
nurses then struck for higher pay and 
were given $45 and $35 respectively. 
Fifteen people were quarantined and 
the expense incurred was charged to 
the city of Lawrence. Now Peabody 
wants to collect a sum approximating 
$200 a week for the care of Burns. 

Agent Smith told the Peabody au- 
thorities that the charges were exor- 
bitant, and it is said that a reduction 
will probably be made.

Several of the papers of the vicinity 
have..published.a.story--in--regardto-a 
new central power house for the Boston 
& Northern road to be erected in Dan- 
vers, the said station to furnish the 
power-for the road’s branches in Glou- 
cester, Wakefield and possibly Lawrence. 
This, some of the papers state, may 
mean the abandonment of.the power 
house in Lawrence, but such a thing is 
hardly probable as the company has re- 
cently expended considerable money here 
on putting in a new engine, ete. 

The report has it that the Boston-& 
Northern road has purchased six or 
eight acres of land in Danvers known as 
the “Cook farm,” and intends to erect 
thereon an electric power station of the 
most improved modern pattern, equipped 
with the latest machinery. In addition, 
the proposed location is on the banks of 
a river so that a convenient meais of re- 
ceiving the coal for the plant will be 
available and the latest.machinery for 
unloading coal from vessels will be in- 
Stalled. 

When completed this station will rival 
the finest in. the country and will be as 
well if not better equipped - than the 
magnificent power station at Niagara 
Falls. N.Y. Located at Essex and other 
points along the line will be distributing 
stations, working imthe same manner as 
transformers by means of machines, by 
which the power will be transmitted to 
the--various portions of the division 
where it is planned to use it. These 
stations will require the services of only 
one man to keep the place im order and 
the machinery in perfect condition. 

The power houses to be done away 
with will doubtless be the ones at*Essex 
Falls and at Wakefield, and as was said 
previously, possibly Lawrence. 
most certain that the new power house 
will furnish the electricity necessary to 
run the new Salem and Lawrence line.
